INTRODUCTION 

Conversational Hindi Programme has been designed for the Non-Hindi 
Speakers in our country. The programme aims to enable the Non-Hindi 
Speakers to learn, understand and converse in Hindi Language. The 
important Hindu Cultural aspects are also taught to the students so that they 
are able to present themselves accordingly in our multi-lingual and multi¬ 
cultural society' of the Republic of Fiji Islands. 


Fiji is the multiracial country with the Fijian and Indian community as the two 
major races. It has been the desire of our leaders to ensure that our students 
learn the language and cultural aspects of the two major ethnic groups. This 
would undoubtedly bring the two major races together with better 
understanding and tolerance which are essential for the peace, progress and 
prosperity' of our nation. 

Conversational Hindi, as the name suggests would be conversational only 
and as such the students would not be examined but assessed in this subject. 
Detailed Radio Lessons are planned in the written form. These are also 
recorded on audio CDs which would be used as 'Radio Teacher' to facilitate 
the teaching and learning. This would also be an advantage for a class where 
the services of a Hindi Teacher may not be available to teach the correct 
pronunciation. These Radio Programmes have been made more interesting 
and lively with the inclusion of Theme and Bridge Music and the blend of 
male and female voices of the Radio Teachers. 

Pictorial Knowledge' has been included at the end of each lesson. This would 
definitely catch the attention of the students as they visualise the given objects 
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with their names in Hindi and English thereby enriching the vocabulary and 
knowledge at ease. 

In his programme, we have attempted to use easier and common terms rather 
than literal translations which are more difficult at times. Our main intention 
has been to enable the students to converse in Hindi. 

Class five has been chosen as an appropriate level to introduce as the third 
language after the students have learnt their own vernacular along with the 
English Language up to class four. 

rvrversciti-'!<'•.! Hindi lor beginners have been designed as the first stage for 
class five students of the year 2008. The 'intermediate' programme would be 
used by them in class 6 in the year 2009; and the 'Advanced' programme for 
the year 2010 when these students reach class 7/form 1. 

This programme would also he beneficial to the students in outer islands and 
regions including Rotuma where there may not be Indian population. I he 
knowledge of Conversational Hindi and Indian Culture would definitely be 
an asset to them when they move to the major islands later for higher 
education and employment.

NOTES FOR TEACHERS 
1.0 COURSE OUTLINE 

1.1 There are thirty (30) lessons given as the course work for 
Whole the year. 

1.2 Ten (10) lessons are to be taken per term. This would 
enable the teachers to revise and re-teach where necessary 
to achieve the desired objectives. 

1.3 It is suggested that 2-3 periods of 15 minutes twice per week 
be allocated for Conversational Hindi 

1.4 A thorough preparation on the part of the teacher would 
enable the students to grasp the lessons effectively. 

1.5 Specific objectives are given for every lesson. 

1.6 'Pictorial Knowledge' is also included at the end of every 
lesson to broaden the students knowledge and enrich 
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their vocabulary when visualising the pictures of the 
given objects with their names in Hindi and English also. 


2.0 AUDIO TAPES 

2.1 The lessons are recorded on audio /CDS to 
facilitate the teaching and learning. 

2.2 The inclusion of Theme and Bridge music make the 
presentation lively and effective with the blend of male 
and female voices. 

2.3 The Audio CDS would be of great help in the correct 
pronunciation of words where the services of a Hind 
T'p^r'har may not be available. 


3X) BEFORE THE LESSON. 

3.1 The Teacher is to study thoroughly the detailed 

programme before a lesson to familiarise oneself. 

3.2 The students are also to study the detailed programme to 
Enable them to get some idea about what they would be 
expecting in the next lesson. 

3.3 The tape/CD should be cued and ready for replay before the 
lesson. 

3.4 The students are to be given the practise to respond to the 
Radio Teacher within the pause period given. 

3.5 The students are to be seated comfortably. 

4.0 DURING THE LESSON 

4.1 The teacher is also expected to listen to the Radio 
Programme with the students to maintain their interest 
and discipline. 

4.2 The teacher is to follow the progress of the Radio Lesson 
and follow the instructions of the radio Teacher for 
certain response or activity to be done by the students. 

4.3 Encourage, assist and correct the students whenever they 
are required to respond or speak as a class,groups pairs or 
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S.O AFTER THE LESSON 

5.1 Briefly revise the lesson to consolidate the learning. 

5.2 Reteach where the weaker students may have been unable^ 
to grasp what was taught to them. 

5.3 Ensure that the students are learning the correct 
pronunciation of the Hindi words and terms used in the 
lesson. 

5.4 Teach and practise the 'Pictorial Knowledge' with the 
correct pronunciation. 

5.5 Encourage the students to practise in pairs and 
individually whatever they have learnt. 

6.0 ADDITIONAL ACTIV1TB8 

6.1 Teachers are also requested to teach the students the structure 
and pronunciation of Hindi Alphabets viz . 
vowels, consonants, nasal sounds, rare words, etc that are 
given.

Conversational Hindi Programme is for Non-Hindi speaking students who would be 
taught how to speak Hindi. In our first programme today, we would teach you 
greeting. 

In Hindi we say NAMASTE, NAMASTE. Spelling - N-A-M-A-S-T-E - 
NAMASTE. NAMASTE is used to greet everybody - your brother, sister, parents, 
friends. We use NAMASTE at any part of the day or night. NAMASTE is also used 
to say good-bye or moce when we are parting away from somebody. 


Boys and girls, when we say NAMASTE, we clasp our hands and put them close to 
our chest with fingers pointing towards our chin. We can also say NAMASTE while 
shaking our hands.NAMASTE means ‘I pay my respect to you.’

Boys and girls, now I want you to turn to your friends and tell your name first. 

Pause for 10 seconds. 

‘Meraa naam _hai. 
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Now your friend will tell you his or her name. Pause for 10 seconds. 

Very Good. Listen to this now, 

‘Aap ka naam kyaa hai?’ Repeat: 

‘Aapkaa.’ means ‘your’ 

‘Kyaa’, ‘Kyaa’ 

Spell - ‘K-Y-A-A’ - kyaa - means - ‘what’ 

What is your name ? Aap ka naam kyaa hai ? 

Pause for 10 seconds. Response.Aap ka naam kyaa hai? 

Now ask your friend his or her name. Pause for 10 seconds. Response 
Boys and girls, now ask me my name. Pause for 3 seconds. 

‘Aap kaa naam kyaa hai.’ 

“Meraa naam Chandra hai”. Repeat: 

We now have come to the end of our programme.

If I am at Nasinu Primary then I would say;“Mere school kaa naam Nasinu Primary 
School hai.” Repeat 

Now boys and girls say the name of your school after me. 

‘Mere school ka naam.....’(name of your school.) 

Now face the person next to you and tell him/her the name of your school. Pause for 
10 seconds. 

Boys and girls,the next word we will leam is: “Maf’,maT 
‘Mat means “ I ” Say “Mat” twice after me. Pause 3 seconds. 

Another word is; “Larkaa”.Repeat. “Larkaa” means ‘Boy’ 
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“Larkii” Repeat means ‘Girl.’ 

All the boys point to yourselves and say after me twice, “Mat laikaa huu.” Pause 
seconds. 

Now all the girls point to yourselves and say after me twice“MaT lajkii huu.” Pause 5 
seconds. 

With that boys and girls we have come to the end of our programme.

‘Gaav, gaav means village.Boys and girls say gafiv twice after me. 

“Gafiv, Gaav Pause? seconds. 

Now boys and girls say “Shahar.” twice after me. 

'Shahar' .Pause 5seeonds. Shahar means 'Town' 

Now I want all the girls to ask the boys this question: 

Where do you live? In Hindi. Remember for boys say 'rahataa huu’ and for girls 
'rahatii huu'. 

Pause for 10 seconds. 
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‘Aap kahaa rahate haT? 

Now listen to the answer:Boys say the answer after me. 

‘MaT gaav me rahataa huO.’ means ‘I live in the village.’ 

Nowjnstead of village we will say shahar. 

“MaT shahar me rahataa huu. 

Boys ask the the girls where do they live? 

‘Aap kahaa rahatii haT?’ 

Girls : ‘MaT gaav me rahatii huu.’ (I live in the village.) 

Now say this sentence ‘MaT shahar me rahatii huu.’ 

(I live in Town.)

Thank you. Dhanyavaad. 

The next word we will learn is: ‘kyaa\ ‘kyaa’. 


‘K-y-a-a, k-y-a-a, kyaa, kyaa 
‘Kyaa’ means ‘what’.

Boys and girls say ‘kalam’ 5 times, [kalam... kalam... kalam...kalam...kalam] Pause 
for 3 seconds.

And when you are tired, you want to rest: 

In Hindi we say: “Ma! aaraam kamaa chaahtaa huu.’’(Repeat) 

“Mat aaraam kamaa chaahtaa huu” means “I want to rest”.

Boys and girls let me tel! you something more about Hindu culture. During all prayers 
and religious ceremonies, fire rituals are very important. We say "Hawan” or “Yaj” to 
Fire Rituals 

When people recite religious books such as ‘Ramayan’ or Vedas' - ‘Fire rituals’ 
also take place. 

For fire rituals as (Hawan) we have a special container called Hawan kund in which 
we light the fire. Dry pieces of mango wood or sticks are used. Camphor is used io 
ignite the fire. Rice, sugar, legume seeds and special chips or wood are mixed with 
ghee and offered in the fire. “Hawan” or fire rituals also have scientific reasons. When 
the various ingredients are burnt in the fireit produces a sweet smell and this also 
purifiesthe air which is full of pollution. Thus by doing Hawan ceremony we have 
pure air to breathe.

People clean their house to remove the filthy smell. According to Indian calendar, 
Diwali is the time for New Year.

Before Diwali, people clean thoroughly their homes and compound. New pots and 
plates arc also bought But the most important message of Diwali is to take away the 
darkness of hatred and jealously from our hearts and fill with love and kindness, for 
peace and prosperity.

Boys and girls, today we would tell you about the recital of‘Ramayan’. ‘Ramayan’ is 
the holy book followed by the Hindus. ‘Ramayan’ contains the story of Lord Raam - 
whose father Dashrath was the king of Ayodhyaa, a place in Uttar Pradesh in India. 
Lord Raam obeyed his father and spent 14 years in exile (forest) with his wife Sitaa 
and brother Lakshman before becoming the king of Ayodhyaa after the death of his 
father, king Dashrath. 

“Ramayan” tells us among other good things the duties of a king towards his people, 
duties of a husband, wife, brother and servants. This holy book tells us how to spend 
our life span successfully. 

The first Ramaayan was written by Baalmikii in Sanskrit language. Tulsidaas wrote 
the ‘Ramayan’ in Hindi language. 

Groups of Hindus in Fiji recite the Holy Book ‘Ramayan’ mostly on Tuesdays. After 
the recital of Ramayan, sweet dishes are given as refreshments. You can read more 
about Lord Raam in the recommended text ‘Our Various Festivals’. 

Boys and girls, let us not forget that all the religions in the world are good. No 
religion tells us to harm others or steal others things. We all pray to the same God. 
Our destination is the same but we.all are taking different routes or paths. Since we all 
are the children of the same God, let us respect and love one another to make our 
homes, neighbourhood and country a peaceful and a happy one.

In Our cultural aspect, today we would talk about, “Death in the Indian 
neighbourhood or family.” 

We all know that when we are bom, some day we all would die. We are living in the 
multicultural country and we have people of different cultural backgrounds living 
next door in our neighbourhood; we visit that family and express our sympathy. 

When there is a death in the Indian family, people also put up a shed for the visitors. 
Sometimes people wait for the loved ones to come from abroad to attend funeral. 

The family members get together and contribute towards the funeral expenses. 
Among Hindus, people normally cremate or bum the dead body. But the bodies of 
young children are usually buried. 

After the burial, families and friends gather and prayer meetings are held. In Hindus, 
there are two major religious groups: (1) followers of Sanatan Dharam and (2) 
followers of Arya Samaj. 

After the disposal of the dead body, the followers of Sanatan Dharam continue daily 
prayers till the 13* day when the final ritual is held. But the followers of Arya Samaj 
end their prayers on the 3 rd day when final ritual is held. 

Death in the family is also a solemn and sacred occasion. Meat, fish and alcohol is 
forbidden. 

When somebody dies in a Hindu family, cooking does not take place at the particular 
home. But the friends, relatives and neighbours cook food and tea and bring over to 
the home where the death has occurred. 

If a husband dies in a Hindu family, the wife would live a humble life with the family 
wearing simple clothes and with simple jewellery. 

Boys and girls and teachers, we are sure you have gained some information about the 
death in an Indian home. It is important for the two major cultural groups to know 
each other’s culture, customs and traditions for better understanding. 

With these words, it is time for us to leave you and say “Namaste !”

Remember, the girls would say: “Kyaa maT baahar jaa saktii huu 
All the girls say after me twice: “Kyaa mat baahar jaa saktii huu.” 

Pause for 5 seconds. 

Bahut achchaa! 

Now listen to the other sentence: 

“Kyaa maT Lavenia se baat kar saktaa huu.?” 

This means “May I talk to Lavenia?” 

Remember, girls wouid say “...baat kar saktii huu?” 

Now we would teach you some thing new. After a hard work, we get tired; we want to 
rest. 

In Hindi we say: “MaT thak gayaa huu”. (Repeat) 

“MaT thak gayaa huu”. Means “I am tired” 

But the girls would say: “MaT thak gayii huu”. (Repeat) 

Boys and girls, practice with your neighbours and tell them in Hindi that you are tired. 
Remember, the girls would say: “MaT thak gayii huu.” 

Ready go! Pause for 5 seconds
